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ABSTBACT 

Data are presented on a series of tailes summarizing 
enrollment trends and the personal characteristics of the 19,359 
regular students enrolled in credit programs at the Hawaii community 
colleges during Fall 19B0* The tables cover: (1) headcount enrollment 
in regular credit and special programs^ (2) headcount enrollment by 
campus for the years 1970 through 19B0| (3) selected student 
characteristics (l.e«, sexr educational objective^ major, attendance 
status, semester hours taken, residence, tuition status, age, 
citizenship, marital status, and registr;atlon status) i and (^) 
student profiles in terms o£ these characteristics for i97t through 
1980- The data provided indicate, among other findings, that the 
regularly enrclled students coriStituted 13% of the total Fall 19B0 
enrollment at the colleges. Approximately 50% of the students were 
female, and 51% were enrolled on a part-time basis. The average 
semester hours attempted by all students was 9*8, as compared to 10«0 
in Fall 1979. Demographic data reveal that the median age of the 
students was 25^1 years, that 90% at the students were United States 
citizens, and that 79R were unmarried* Liberal arts majors comprised 
U3% of the enrollments, while vocational education majors made up 
another U5X* Programs showing &\ ^^tantlal enrollment increases from 
Fall 1979 included computer sci^flce, human services, and industrial 
education* (JE) 
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This is a brief rejcrt ammrizing data on students in the ccmiiaiity 
collagee for the current sarester*. Included are data on enrolliffint trends as 
well aa selected personal ^d academe characteristics of students, aich data 
have been found to be ©rtranely helpful in describing and underetanding the 
nature of the cllOTtele served, in aMessing md planning program, bm well as 
in responding to inquiries from vM^ioi^ goveiTOnafital and other agencies. 

The primary a^hasis of this report is on regular (classified and 
unclassified) students In the credit prograiffi. ^ta on other students served, 
largely in non=credit ipTc^mm such as apprentice, &nlor Citizens Center, 
etc*, are llmted to r^istration coimts. 

Sources of Data 

Bccept for Table 1, the infoimtion cited m this report was extracted 
frcm the Student Enrolment Reports (Sm) as of Oct*er B, 1980. Ttim basic 
data are derived from student applications, per^nal history foms, and student 
class registrations,

Woiien students this fall nimfcer 9,765 (50 percent) caipared to 
9,420 (49 ^rcent) last fall and 8^631, 45 percent, in ml 1976, 
Noteworthy is that the enrolljnent increases at KapiolMi, Leeward 
and Maui commuuiity colleges can be attributable to increases in 
the nurSDer of ranen students* 

. , .There are more ^rt-tlro students (nimerically md proportionately) 
than in previoi^ years*

to 9,607, 50 percent p last fall and 42 ^rcent in Fall 1976. 

, . .FIliHEfflOODNT ratios are declining.

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5, A brief analysis of the distribution of students, by nmjors, mham 
that:

...VTCational education nmjors COTprised 45 percent of the enrollment 
last fall, 44 percent, this fall, (Clerically, however, there 
was no diange. )

fall, 14 percent, this fall. (Tliere were 426, 19 percent, more 
miclassifi^ students throu^out the cannmity colleges.) 

...An examination of the data on majors CAppendto A) shovvs m&stantlal 
chmges (±15% with at le^t a difference of 10 studaits) in several 
programs.

Signimry 

The enrollment of 19,359 is the highest recorded for the coomimity colleges. 
It shou3 a 2 percent increase over l^t fall's enrollment. NoteTOrthy is that 
this is the first percentage increase in four years, 

Ite data on two student chajacteristics axe consistent with the findings 
reported nationally: (1) the ni^itoer of women continue to increase j (2) a greater 
proportion of the students ^e part-ttoe students, mtmmrthy is that ther^:^' 
seOTs to be a staliilimtion of students in the older ^^ups.
